CALLS  ATTENTION  TO  FLAWS,  POSSIBLE  EASY  ABUSE 

Madison  VE  Team  Leader  Files  Comments  on 
FCC’s  "Instant  Licensing"  Proposal 


Pick  Your  Call  Sign 

New  FCC  Equipment 
Will  Make  it  Possible 

The  FCC  today  proposed 
that  amateurs  be  able  to 
choose  their  own  call  signs, 
once  a  new  automated  process¬ 
ing  system  is  in  place  at  the 
Commission’s  Private  Radio 
Bureau. 

Under  the  proposed  system,  amateurs  wishing 
to  apply  for  an  available  call  sign  would  be  required 
to  file  a  form  and  pay  a  fee. 

Trustees  of  club  and  military  recreation  stations 
also  would  be  eligable  for  the  new  program.  Also 
today.  The  FCC  canceled  a  rule  it  adopted  last 
summer  establishing  a  call  sign  administrator 
program  for  amateur  club  and  military  stations,  a 
program  that  was  never  implemented. 

The  FCC  said  that  at  the  present  time  call  sign 
selection  by  new  licensees  was  not  feasible,  but  left 
the  door  open  for  that  possibility  in  the  future. 

The  FCC  said  that  the  new  PRB  computer 
might  eventually  allow  amateurs  to  check  for 
themselves  the  availability  of  call  signs,  and  that  the 
new  system  might  be  used  to  allow  electronic  filing 
of  applications,  making  the  process  easier  for 
applicant  and  FCC  alike. 

At  the  meeting  today,  the  first  under  new  FCC 
Chairman  Reed  Hundt,  Private  Radio  Bureau  stall 
began  by  telling  the  FCC  commissioners  that  recent 
Nobel  Prize  winners  Joseph  Taylor  and  Russell 
Hulse  had  begun  their  scientific  education  as  radio 
amateurs. 

The  "vanity"  call  sign  plan  was  unanimously 
approved  by  the  four  FCC  commissioners.  The  text 
of  the  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  is  not  yet 
available  but  is  expected  to  be  issued  shortly.

93-267),  regarding  instant  amateur  licensing,  I  agree 
that  instant  licensing  is  a  laudable  goal,  but  I  see  a  major 
problem  in  the  current  proposal. 

The  main  reason  for  a  station  having  call  letters  is  to 
provide  identification  of  that  station  when  it  is  found  in 
violation  of  FCC  regulations.  With  the  current  proposal 
this  cannot  be  done.  If  the  VE  is  to  be  required  to  send 
in  the  temporary  authorization  along  with  the  form  610, 
the  FCC  will  have  a  period  where  they  are  in  the  dark  as 
to  who  is  using  that  call  equal  to  the  present  processing

time  for  a  new  license.  This  should  be  considered 
unacceptable. 

The  agreed  upon  goal  is  to  allow  some  form  of  instant 
licensing,  but  the  current  proposal  inhibits  the  Commis¬ 
sion's  ability  to  enforce  regulations  during  the  process¬ 
ing  times.  I  would  like  to  offer  a  suggestion  on  how  the 
proposal  could  be  modified  to  fulfill  the  the  stated  goal 
and  yet  keep  the  Commission  s  enforcement  abilities 
intact. 

Rather  than  have  individuals  be  assigned  calls  using 
their  own  initials,  in  what  amounts  to  a  random 
selection;  I  would  propose  an  organized  system  where 
blocks  of  calls  are  assigned  to  each  VEC.  Each  VEC 
would  assign  blocks  of  calls  to  each  established  local  VE 
team.  These  calls  would  be  reused  every  120  or  more 
days.  Under  this  system,  the  FCC  would  be  able  to  find 
the  address  of  the  holder  of  anyone  using  a  particular 
temporary  call  with  only  two  telephone  calls.  If  a 
violation  of  the  rules  is  monitored  they  would  simply  call 
the  appropriate  VEC  to  receive  the  phone  number  of  the 
local  VE  team  leader,  who  could  in  turn  give  them  the 
address  of  the  violator.  With  this  system  (or  one  similar) 
licenses  can  be  dispensed  instantly  and  there  will  be  no 
reduction  in  enforcement  ability. 

I  would  further  propose  that  to  make  things  simpler  for 
monitor  stations,  that  each  VEC  be  assigned  be  assigned 
a  different  prefix.  For  example,  W5YI  could  have  the 
calls  WY0AAA  to  WYtfZZZ,  the  ARRL  could  have  the 
block  of  WZ0AAA  to  WZ0ZZZ,  etc.  This  way  the 
monitors  won't  have  to  take  time  to  lock  up  which  VEC 
would  have  which  group  from  only  the  suffixes.  It 
should  simplify  their  task. 

To  further  simplify  the  task  of  the  monitors,  I  would 
further  propose  that  those  temporary  calls  issued  to 
examinees  who  qualify  for  a  first  time  license  of  general, 
advanced  or  amateur  extra  class  be  assigned  a  2X2  call, 
(ex.  WZ9AA).  The  numbers  of  people  who  qualify  for 
one  of  these  classes  of  license  as  their  first  license  is 
very  small,  but  potential  pirates  would  be  drawn  to  the 
HF  bands  in  larger  numbers.  If  all  new  temporary 
licensees  have  the  same  2X3  style  call,  it  will  be  hard  to 
tell  violators  apart  from  those  who  can  operate  those 
bands  legally.  If  they  are  assigned  a  2X2  call,  a  monitor 
will  know  at  a  glance  if  they  are  allowed  operation  on 
those  frequencies. 

As  a  local  VE  team  leader,  who  has  discussed  this 
with  the  other  VEs  in  Madison,  Wl,  we  would  like  to  go 
on  record  as  supporting  the  concept  of  instant  licensing, 
but  strongly  oppose  the  proposal  as  it  presently  stands.

License  Renewal  s*  to 
Begin  Again  in  1994 

Have  you  look  at  the  expiration  date  on  your 
FCC  license  lately?  Five  years  ago,  the  term  of  an 
FCC  amateur  license  went  from  five  years  to  10. 
So,  for  the  past  five  years,  no  licenses  have 
expired.  Licenses  are  now  beginning  to  expire 
again,  which  means  that  it  may  be  time  for  you  to 
renew. 

It’s  a  good  idea  to  renew  at  least  60  days  before 
the  expiration  date  on  your  current  license.  Use  an 
FCC  form  610,  available  from  ARRL  Headquarters 
(225  Main  Street,  Newington,  CT  06111).  If  you 
submit  a  timely  renewal  application,  you  may 
continue  to  operate,  even  if  the  FCC  doesn’t  act  on 
the  application  by  the  expiration  date.  If  your 
renewal  is  late,  you  must  stop  operating  until  your 
new  license  arrives. 

Licenses  that  have  expired  for  more  than  two 


years  may  not  be  renewed,  which  means  you  lose 
your  call  sign  and  will  have  to  take  the  exam  again. 
Don  ’t  lake  a  chance  -  check  your  license  expiration 
date  now!

If  you’re  a  typical  ham,  you  have  at  least  one 
hand  held  transceiver.  If  it’s  a  typical  HT,  it’s 
powered  by  nickel-cadmium  batteries.  Ni-Cads  are 
great  batteries.  They  can  supply  huge  amounts  of 
current,  they  can  be  recharged  easily  and  in  theory 
at  least,  they  can  be  recharged  hundreds  of  times. 
They  also  have  a  nice  flat  discharge  curve,  which 
means  that  their  voltage  stays  almost  constant  from 
the  moment  you  take  them  off  the  charger  until  the 
moment  they  die,  which  is  usually  in  mid  QSO. 

They  also  have  some  major  shortcomings: 
they’re  heavy,  the  total  power  in  a  cell  is  fairly 
low,  they  have  poor  shelf  life  and  they  can  be 
finicky  about  recharging.  Cadmium  is  also  a  toxic 
metal  and  dead  Ni-Cads  are  considered  to  be 
hazardous  waste. 

Despite  those  shortcomings,  there  haven’t  really 
been  any  serious  competitors  to  Ni-Cads  until  now. 
This  may  change  soon  as  several  new  battery 
technologies  are  coming  to  market.  Wisconsin’s 
own  Rayovac  is  leading  the  pack  with  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  its  Renewal  line  of  rechargeable  alkaline 
batteries. 

Alkaline  batteries  have  some  important  advan¬ 
tages  over  Ni-Cads.  First,  they’re  lighter  and  they 
put  out  more  total  power  then  a  similar  sized 
Ni-Cad.  Alkaline  cells  also  have  a  higher  voltage 
per  cell,  l.S  volts,  compared  to  1.25  volts  for  a 
Ni-Cad.  Except  for  a  trace  Of  mercury,  there  are  no 
hazardous  chemicals  in  an  alkaline  cell.  Alkaline 
cells  also  hold  »  charge  for  years,  while  Ni-Cads 
tend  to  self  discharge  in  weeks  or  months. 

One  characteristic  of  alkalines  can  be  an 
advantage  or  disadvantage,  according  to  your 
requirements.  Ni-Cads  have  the  very  flat  discharge 
curve  mentioned  above  -  they  keep  an  almost 
constant  voltage  until  they  run  out  of  juice,  at  which 
time  the  voltage  drops  like  a  rock.  This  is  good, 
because  it  means  you  get  nearly  full  power  until  the 
very  end,  but  it’s  also  the  cause  of  the  famous, 
"Where  did  he  go?”  phenomenon,  where  a  ham 
vanishes  in  mid-QSO  when  his  Ni-Cads  die  without 
warning. 

Alkaline  cells  have  a  sloping  discharge  curve  - 
the  voltage  drops  slowly  and  smoothly  as  you  use 
them.  This  gives  you  plenty  of  warning  before  your 
batteries  die,  but  it  also  means  that  you  might  only 
get  half  power  during  the  last  half  of  the  discharge 
cycle. 

You  can’t  really  say  that  either  battery  has  the 
"best"  discharge  characteristics,  it  depends  on  what 
your  application’s  needs  -  full  power  and  an  abrupt 
end  or  gradually  declining  power  and  plenty  of 
warning  before  die  juice  runs  out. 

Conventional  alkaline  cells  have  one  very 
significant  disadvantage  compared  to  Ni-Cads  - 
they’re  non-rechargeable.  Rayovac’s  new  Renewal 
rechargeable  cells  aim  to  remove  this  disadvantage. 
One  of  the  two  battery  packs  for  my  HT  is  failing, 
so  I  was  already  thinking  about  getting  new 
batteries.  As  soon  as  the  Renewals  hit  the  retail 
market,  I  decided  to  test  them.  My  test  protocol 
was  simple:  I  put  four  AA  penlight  cells  into  a 
portable  color  LCD  TV  and  ran  the  TV  continu¬ 
ously  until  the  picture  disappeared.  I  then  recorded 
the  time  and  recharged  the  cells  for  the  next  test. 
The  TV,  a  CASIO  TV-470,  draws  320  ma  at  6 
volts,  about  2  watts.  This  i$  a  moderate  load  for  a 


penlight  battery,  somewhere  between  receiving  and 
transmitting  on  low  power  for  an  HT. 

To  get  a  baseline,  I  first  ran  3  sets  of  regular 
alkaline  batteries.  The  manufacturers  and  times  (in 
hours  and  minutes)  for  these  were: 

Eveready:  3:50 

Duracell:  4:00 

Rayovac:  4:20 

I  then  did  the  same  with  the  Renewal  recharge¬ 
able  cells.  Here  are  the  times  in  hours  and  minutes 

that  I  recorded  for  the  first  25  discharges.  Note  that 
the  first  discharge  was  for  the  cells  as  they  came 
out  of  the  package  -  unlike  Ni-Cads,  alkalines  are 
delivered-fully  charged  and  don’t  have  to  be  put  in 
the  charger  before  first  use.

Although  I  discharged  the  batteries  completely 
on  each  of  these  runs,  the  Renewals  are  not 
supposed  to  be  plagued  with  the  "memory"  effect 
that  reduces  capacity  in  Ni-Cads  that  are  recharged 
before  they’re  completely  dead. 

I  then  purchased  six  fresh  Renewal  cells  and  a 
penlight  battery  holder  and  tested  them  in  my  HT, 
an  Icom  IC-24AT  dual  bander.  In  the  first  test,  I 
turned  the  HT  on  and  let  it  run  in  receive  continu¬ 
ously  with  the  volume  set  to  a  low,  but  audible 
setting.  I  keyed  the  rig  for  a  couple  of  seconds 
every  once  in  a  while  to  see  if  it  would  still 
transmit.  After  28  and  a  half  hours,  I  noticed  that 
the  LCD  display  was  dimming  when  I  hit  transmit 
and  ended  the  test.  The  HT  was  still  receiving 
nicely  when  I  stopped. 

Trying  flie  same  test' with  n  freshly  charged,  but 
well  used  600  ma-hour  Ni-Cad  battery  pack,  the  HT 
ran  9  and  a  half  hours  before  losing  receive 
completely. 

I  then  put  the  Renewals  back  in,  attached  a 
dummy  load  to  the  antenna  jack  and  plugged  in  a 
speaker/mike.  One  rubber  band  on  the  microphone 
button  later,  I  had  the  N9LTD  Transmitter  Test 
Facility  up  and  running. 

Before  I  give  the  results,  a  word  to  the  new  ham 
about  transmitter  testing:  Dummy  loads  don’t 
absorb  ALL  of  your  signal.  I  could  clearly  hear  my 
HT’s  signal  a  block  away  on  my  mobile.  The 
perceptive  ham  will  immediately  realize  that  it’s  a 
real  bad  idea  to  do  tests  like  this  on  a  repeater  input 
frequency!  You  should  also  realize  that  if  you  key 
the  transmitter  with  a  rubber  band  on  the  PTT 
switch,  you  are  effectively  bugging  yourself. 
Anybody  with  a  2  meter  rig  or  scanner  can  hear 
everything  going  on  in  the  room,  so  don’t  do  these 
tests  while  arguing  with  your  spouse  -  or  while 
making  up  after  an  argument.  For  anything  more 
than  a  quick  and  dirty  test,  whip  up  a  dummy  mike 
plug  so  you  can  transmit  without  enabling  the 
microphone.  Also,  continuous  high  power  is  hard 
on  a  transmitter.  (On  low  power,  die  HT’s  case 
barely  got  warm.) 

OK,  back  to  the  test  lab:  Transmitting  on  low 


power,  I  got  these  readings:  (This  was  the  second 
discharge  for  these  batteries.)

I  then  tuned  the  radio  to  the  local  weather 
station,  turned  the  volume  to  a  moderate  level  and 
the  radio  received  for  another  two  and  a  half  hours 
before  distortion  rose  to  objectionable  levels. 
Plugging  in  the-fceshly  charged,  but  .-well  used  600 
ma-hour  Ni-Cad  pack,  I  got  these  results:

Finally,  since  the  local  Radio  Shack  had  a  sale 
on  its  heavy  duty  850  ma-hour  Ni-Cads,  I  bought 
six  of  them  and  ran  the  transmit  test  again  with 
these  results:

At  76  minutes,  power  started  to  drop  and  the 
TX  light  was  blinking  after  85  minutes.  Again, 
there  wasn’t  enough  juice  left  to  run  the  receiver  at 
this  point. 

Prices:  The  Renewal  batteries  run  about  twice 
the  price  of  top  grade  non-rechargeable  cells  and 
1/2  to  1/3  the  price  of  premium  Ni-Cads.  You  also 
need  a  special  charger.  Rayovac  makes  a  $15.00 
charger  that  handles  4  AA  or  AAA  cells  at  a  time 
and  a  $30.00  charger  that  handles  up  to  8  batteries 
of  any  size  at  once.  You’ll  also  need  to  buy  a 
penlight  battery  holder  for  your  HT.  Mine  is 
probably  typical  and  it  cost  $20.00. 

Conclusions:  if  you’re  presently  using  a  lot  of 
disposable  alkaline  batteries,  you  should  look  into 
the  Renewal  cells.  You  can  get  at  least  3/4  of  the 
power  of  disposable  cells  for  the  first  three 
discharges  and  useful  amounts  of  power  for  another 
20  cycles.  They  can’t  quite  replace  Ni-Cads  yet, 
because  they  can’t  be  recharged  enough  times.  Keep 
watching  though,  because  this  is  new  technology 
and  their  performance  will  undoubtedly  improve. 

I  also  recommend  that  you  purchase  a  penlight 
battery  holder  for  your  HT.  They’re  reasonably 
cheap  and  they  give  you  a  lot  of  flexibility.  A  fresh 
set  of  alkalines  will  run  longer  than  a  comparable 
Ni-Cad  pack,  whether  you  use  Renewals  or 
standard  cells,  and  ^n  instant  "recharge”  can  be 
purchased  at  any  store  that  sells  penlight  batteries  If 
you  keep  a  dozen  alkaline  batteries  in  a  drawer, 
you’ll  be  able  to  operate  for  days  in  the  event  of  a 
long  duration  power  outage,  such  as  an  ice  storm. 
And  as  rechargeable  battery  technology  improves, 
you’re  ready  to  try  anything  that  hits  the  market  in

The  number  7  is  an  interesting  number.  Over  the 
ages,  it  has  often  been  associated  with  magic  and 
mysticism.  This  article  is  appropriately  number  7  in 
the  series  because  it  deals  with  computer  magic  and 
and  a  mystical  property  called  virtual  reality.  Have 
you  heard  that  term  lately?  Virtual  reality  describes 
a  new  area  in  which  computer  generated  images 
mimic  reality.  The  images  turn  as  you  turn,  get 
closer  as  if  you  were  approaching  them,  recede  as 
if  you  were  moving  away  from  them,  and  so  on. 
Just  like  reality  but  not  real.  Virtually  real. 

Well,  this  time,  we  are  going  to  create  a  virtual 
disk.  For  all  practical  purposes,  it  acts  just  like  any 
old  garden  variety  floppy  disk  drive.  You  can  copy 
files  to  it  or  from  it,  or  even  run  programs  on  it. 
But  it  is  a  virtual  disk  and  doesn’t  really  exist  as  a 
physical  entity.  You  can’t  take  the  floppy  out  of  it, 
you  can’t  format  a  floppy  in  it,  you  can’t  even  do 
a  DISKCOPY  of  it.  Nevertheless,  it  is  one  of  the 
most  useful  tools  you  can  possess,  even  if  you  can’t 
see  it  or  get  your  hands  on  it! 

Let  me  reflect  at  the  outset  that  this  is  not  one  of 
those  offbeat  tools  used  only  by  a  computer  guru, 
after  ferreting  out  information  buried  back  in  the 
pages  of  some  dusty,  little  used  technical  manual. 
This  tool  is  as  basic  as  a  wrench.  When  hard  drives 
were  so  expensive  that  they  were  out  of  my  reach 
-  even  at  work  - 1  did  ALL  of  my  work  every  day 
on  a  virtual  drive.  True,  I  copied  my  completed 
work  to  floppies,  and  I  loaded  files  needing 
modification  from  floppies  to  my  virtual  drive,  but 
100%  of  my  actual  work  activity  was  done  on  a 
drive  that  I  could  not  touch  or  feel  or  see.  My 
ex-boss,  who  recently  moved  to  South  Carolina, 
still  uses  a  virtual  drive  he  creates  every  day  by 
booting  with  a  disk  I  prepared  for  him.  I  tried  to 
buy  a  hard  drive  for  his  computer  a  couple  of  years 
ago,  but  he  wouldn’t  hear  of  it.  His  virtual  drive 
meets  all  of  his  word  processing  needs. 

We  start  with  the  same  scenario  as  in  the  last 
•MVi-tVc  'jtfi,  W*-*,  is,  YTT  'W'rfr. 

640k  of  memory  but  only  one  360k,  5-1/4  inch 
drive.  At  $35,  it  was  a  steal!  You  learned  how  to 
make  image  copies  of  entire  disks  last  time  using 
DISKCOPY.COM.  Lets  now  fiddle  with  the 
CONFIG.SYS  file  on  your  boot  disk  to  make  that 
magical  drive.  (If  you  haven’t  already  done  so,  now 
is  the  time  to  make  an  image  copy  of  your  original 
boot  disk  -  then  put  away  the  original  for  safety). 


We  must  assume  that  you  have  a  file  on  the  boot 
disk  named  RAMDRIVE.SYS  if  you  are  using 
MS-DOS,  or  VDISK.SYS  if  you  are  using 
1BM-DOS.  Using  any  ASCII  editor,  add  the 
following  line  to  your  boot  disk’s  CONFIG.SYS 
file: 

DEVICE  =  RAMDRIVE.SYS 

(or  DEVICE  =  VDISK.SYS  for  IBM-DOS). 

Now  save  the  file,  and  reboot.  Voila!  You 
probably  saw  the  notification  flash  by  on  your 
screen.  You  now  have  a  C  drive  with  64k  of  space! 
When  RAMDRIVE.SYS  is  invoked  as  shown  above 
during  the  boot  process,  it  instructs  DOS  to  create 
a  drive  using  the  next  unused  letter  (C  is  the  next 
unused  letter,  because  DOS  reserves  both  A  and  B 
for  floppy  drives,  even  if  you  have  only  a  single 
drive).  DOS  then  sets  aside  64k  (65,536  bytes)  of 
the  640k  CONVENTIONAL  memory  for  use  by  C. 
Go  ahead,  log  onto  it.  Type  C:  <  ENTER  > .  If  the 
prompt  is  correctly  configured  in  your 
AUTOEXEC.BAT  file  (it  should  say 
PROMPT=$p$g),  DOS  will  happily  echo  C:\>  on 
your  screen.  Try  copying  a  file  to  it.  While  logged 
onto  C,  type: 

COPY  A:CONFIG.SYS  C: 

Now  do  a  DIR.  You  will  see  a  copy  of  the  file 
CONFIG.SYS  happily  residing  on  the  C  drive. 
How  about  that!  You  can  just'as  easily  copy  files 
from  the  virtual  drive  to  floppies. 

Now,  lets  make  maximum  possible  use  of  the 
virtual  drive.  First,  let’s  increase  its  size  a  bit. 
Change  the  line  you  typed  in  your  CONFIG.SYS 
file  (on  the  floppy  in  A)  to  read  as  follows: 

DEVICE  =  RAMDRIVE.SYS  128 

Previously,  you  told  DOS  to  set  up  a  single 
virtual  drive  (RAMdrive),  but  you  did  not  tell  DOS 
how  large  you  wanted  it  to  be,  so  DOS  assumed 
you  wanted  a  64k  drive.  This  time,  you  have 
specified  it’s  Size  -  128k.  You  can  make  it  even 
larger,  but  BE  CAREFUL.  Whatever  you  set  aside 
for  the  virtual  drive  is  subtracted  from  the  640k  of 
DOS  memory.  Don’t  even  think  of  making  a  virtual 
drive  much  larger  than  about  240k,  or  there  may 
not  be  enough  memory  rle&to  run  even  the  smallest 
program1! 

Now,  for  maximum  usefulness,  you  need  to 
modify  your  AUTOEXEC.BAT  file  as  well.  Again, 
use  any  ASCII  editor.  Type  the  following  lines 
(carefully)  at  the  end  of  the  file: 

COPY  COMMAND.COM  C: 

SET  COMSPEC  =  C:\COMMAND.COM

Here  is  what  the  lines  do.  The  first  line  copies 

the  all  important  COMMAND.COM  file  to  the 
virtual  drive.  In  a  nutshell,  COMMAND.COM  is 
the  traffic  cop  on  the  street  by  the  stadium  after  the 
game.  If  he  is  doing  his  job,  the  stadium  traffic  will 
clear  within  a  reasonable  time.  Without  him, 
bedlam.  Without  COMMAND.COM,  your  system 
will  hang  and  a  reboot  will  be  the  only  cure.  So, 
just  like  the  song  says.  You  Gotta  Have 
COMMAND.COM. 

Having  it  is  one  thing,  finding  it  is  another.  The 
job  of  the  second  line  is  to  tell  DOS  where 
COMMAND.COM  resides  -  on  the  virtual  drive 
(C),  and  whenever  it  is  needed,  DOS  should  look 
for  it  there.  Rest  assured  that  DOS  will  look  for  it; 
parts  of  COMMAND.COM  are  loaded  from  disk 
more  than  just  once  during  a  computing  session. 
For  example,  the  internal  command  DIR  is  re¬ 
sponded  to  by  COMMAND.COM,  as  are  COPY, 
DEL,  REN,  and  a  host  of  others. 

There  you  have  it.  With  these  commands  in  your 
CONFIG.SYS  and  AUTOEXEC.BAT  files,  you  can 
boot  your  machine,  take  out  the  boot  disk  and  put 
it  away,  and  copy  files  to  your  heart’s  content. 
Control  has  transferred  from  your  boot  disk  to  the 
virtual  drive,  C.  About  48k  of  the  128k  of  space  on 
C  is  occupied  by  COMMAND.COM,  but  the  rest 
is  yours  to  use  as  you  like.  For  example,  you  could 
copy  FORMAT.COM  (about  33k  in  DOS  5)  from 
any  floppy  to  C,  then  log  on  to  C,  then  give  the 
DOS  5  command  FORMAT  A:/U  to  format  one  or 
100  disks  in  the  A  drive.  My  boss’s  boot  disk 
shoves  a  complete  copy  of  WordStar  onto  the 
virtual  drive,  along  with  COMMAND.COM, 
freeing  up  both  his  floppy  drives  for  use  as  data 
disks. 

So,  if  you  are  going  to  use  that  "one-lung" 
machine  for  packet,  fine!  Create  your  own  YAPP 
boot  disk  that  shoves  COMMAND.COM  and  all  of 
the  YAPP  files  onto  a  virtual  drive.  I  promise  you 
-  there  is  enough  memory  in  a  640k  computer  to  do 
it  -  YAPP  only  takes  about  140k  of  memory  when 
running. 

WARNING!  Again,  a  caveat.  When  the  power 
goes  off,  the  magic  disk  disappears.  Total  and 
irrevocable  amnesia.  Copy  anything  new  that  you 
want  to  save  to  a  floppy  before  you  hit  that  switch, 
or  it  is  lost  forever,  with  absolutely  no  hope  of 
recovery.  On  the  other  hand,  here  is  an  added 
value.  Nothing,  not  even  the  fastest  hard  drive,  is 
faster  than  a  virtual  drive  (also  called  a  RAM 
drive).  No  moving  parts  -  just  electrons.  The 
blinding  speed  will  quickly  spoil  you.  73  for  #7!

More  surgery  is  to  follow, 
but  that  does  not  stop  him  from  enjoying  his  hobby  of  Amateur  Radio.  He  has 
a  two  meter  handheld,  a  battery  charger  and  a  5/8  wave  mobile  type  antenna 
parked  by  the  window.  With  this  setup,  he  is  able  to  keep  in  contact  with  his 
many  friends  on  the  146.73,  146.91,  146.97  MHz  repeaters  and  on  145.52  MHz 
simplex.  He  can  maintain  contact  with  his  Air  Force  MARS  friends  on  the 
MARS  repeater  too. 

Let  me  fill  you  in  a  little  on  Andy.  He  lives  on  a  high  point  in  Newburg  with 
his  wife  and  one  son.  They  also  have  a  daughter  who  lives  in  the  area  and 
several  other  children  that  live  elsewhere.  Andy  first  became  licensed  in  the  late 
’70s  with  a  different  call.  His  interest  in  radio  started  much  earlier  though  as  the 
result  of  a  brother  who  was  playing  around  with  radio.  Earning  a  living  by 
working  at  Allis  Chalmers  for  twenty-five  years,  raising  a  family  and  other 
factors  hindered  his  getting  a  license  until  the  late  ’70s  --  about  the  time  he 
retired  from  Allis  Chalmers.  His  major  interest  is  communicating.  He  enjoys 
providing  phone  patches  into  and  out  of  stricken  areas  during  disasters.  The 
Mexican  earthquake  is  one  example.  Also,  he  loves  handling  traffic  for  service 
personnel  and  others  out  of  the  country.  He  has  handled  many  messages  on  the 
MARS  circuits  and  brought  many  to  the  amateur  circuits.  Much  of  the  traffic  he 
gets  comes  via  RTTY  or  packet.  Similarly,  he  also  enjoys  answering  calls  for 
help  from  those  traveling  the  highways  and  byways.  If  you  wish  to  contact  him 
on  packet,  send  a  message  to  his  home  BBS.  It  is  WB9TYT  on  145.69  MHz.  His 
packet  station  does  not  park  on  any  one  frequency. 

Andy  is  a  member  of  the  Ozaukee  Radio  Club  and  the  Washington  County 
Radio  Club.  You  would  always  see  him  working  at  the  Ozaukee  Radio  Club 
Swapfest.  These  past  years  his  favorite  sport  was  fishing.  The  favorite  spots  were 
Lake  Winnebago,  Buttes  Des  Mortes  and  Lake  Michigan  near  the  Port 
Washington  harbor  area.  My  family  has  enjoyed  several  times  the  smelt,  salmon 
and  white  bass  he  has  caught. 

On  Saturday  afternoon  in  early  October,  some  of  Andy’s  amateur  friends 
paid  him  a  visit.  We  gathered  in  the  day  room  close  to  his  room,  and  we  met 
some  personnel  who  help  to  care  for  him.  They  are:  Sgt.  Faye  O’Kelley,  PFC 
Renee  Bubb,  PFC  Tracy  Peotter,  Larry  Brooks  and  Bruce  McKee.  These  are 
members  of  the  Air  National  Guard  who  gain  experience  by  performing  service 
at  the  VA  Center.  On  this  weekend,  Larry  and  Bruce  were  working  in  the  food 
service  department.  The  young  ladies  were  helping  to  make  the  patients 
comfortable  in  his  area  of  the  hospital.  Since  what  they  were  doing  affected  his 
comfort,  he  invited  them  to  be  in  the  picture,  though  he  did  not  know  them 
personally.  Andy  says  that  a  dietician,  with  a  computer,  plans  400  to  500  meals 
three  times  a  day  plus  some  supplemental  meals  for  the  patients.  Each  meal  is 
different,  and  he  has  no  complaints  on  the  food. 

As  a  veteran  with  a  disability,  he  has  been  coming  to  the  VA  Center  since 
1955.  It  was  much  smaller  then  and  located  three  red  brick  buildings  then.  The 
present  VA  Center,  ten  stories  high,  was  built  in  the  1960’s.  It  can  house  a 
thousand  or  more  veterans  at  a  time.  In  Andy’s  estimate  (as  a  frequent  patient), 
each  person  working  at  the  Center  does  a  great  job  and  the  patients  get  the  best 
treatment  there. 

It  will  be  some  time  before  Andy  can  return  home  and  again  pursue  his 
amateur  activities.  But  he  is  looking  forward  to  that  day  when  he  can  resume

Licenses  Pulled,  Examiners  Suspended  in  California 


It  was  so  cold  on  the  evening  he  wrote  this  that 
we  left  our  friend  with  the  goatee  in  the  warm  barn 
and  we  sat  a  computer  next  to  him.  We  could 
almost  hear  him  speaking  his  thoughts  aloud  -  no 
kidding!  He  did  have  a  few  things  for  us  to  pass 
along  to  you,  and  we  found  his  material  on  the 
computer  the  next  morning. 

Larry  McCalvy,  WA9JMO,  of  Racine,  is 
planning  another  journey  to  Russia.  He  expects  to 
again  visit  his  Amateur  Radio  friends  in  Irkutsk  on 
Lake  Baikal,  and  we  hope  to  have  another  story 
later  about  the  friends  he  and  Wendy  (N9PAC) 
have  found  and  continue  to  find  there.  We  did 
publish  a  story  last  year,  which  Larry  wrote,  and  in 
which  he  asked  for  donations  of  used  ham  gear. 
Before  the  Soviet  Union  disintegrated,  the  govern¬ 
ment  subsidized  ham  club  stations.  Now,  the  hams 
are  all  on  their  own.  Inflation  is  serious  in  Russia, 
and  with  food  prices  high,  there’s  little  or  no 
money  left  for  ham  radio  gear.

The  FCC  has  invalidated  the  licenses  and  license 
upgrades  of  21  people  after  an  investigation  of 
irregularities  at  four  volunteer  examiner  test 
sessions  in  southern  California  in  June  and  August, 
1993.  The  sessions  involved  both  the  ARRL  and 
W5YI  VECs,  and  a  number  of  volunteer  examiners 
have  had  their  accreditations  suspended  as  a  result. 

The  ARRL-VEC  has  suspended  the  accreditation 
of  four  volunteer  examiners  at  the  FCC’s  request, 
and  that  of  three  additional  VEs  involved  in  one  of 
the  test  sessions  after  finding  irregularities  in  the 
records  from  one  of  the  suspect  test  sessions. 

The  FCC  thanked  the  VECs  for  their  help  in  the 
investigation,  and  lauded  volunteer  examiners  for 
their  hard  work  and  dedication. 

John  B.  Johnston,  chief  of  the  FCC’s  Personal 
Radio  Branch,  said: 

"I’d  like  to  commend  ARRL-VEC  for  working 
together  with  W5YI-VEC  to  uncover  irregularities 
at  several  recent  sessions  in  the  Los  Angeles  area

Your  action  will 
prevent  future  occurrences  and  assure  that  amateur 
licenses  are  granted  only  to  those  who  are  truly 
qualified.  You’ve  also  sent  a  strong  signal  that 
ARRL-VEC  is  vigilant  in  its  oversight  to  keep  the 
the  volunteer  testing  system  at  the  highest  level  of 
integrity. 

"I  know,"  Johnston  said,  "it  takes  time  and  effort 
to  scrutinize  test  materials  and  contact  applicants 
and  VEs  concerning  a  suspect  session,  but  it’s 
occasionally  necessary  for  the  good  of  amateur 
radio.  The  volunteer  testing  system  is  a  great 
success.  Your  oversight  validates  and  supports  the 
hard  work  of  the  many  dedicated  VEs  who 
participate  in  testing  -  as  well  as  the  hams  who 
passed  their  tests  and  are  now  making  the  contribu¬ 
tions  to  society  for  which  amateur  radio  is  so  justly 
renowned."

carried  to  pay  a  bill  received  from 
Northway  Communications  in  the  amount 
of  $106.82  for  tower  work  done  on  our 
repeater  antenna/feedline.  Motion  carried 
to  pay  N9GHZ  for  miscellaneous  expenses 
incurred  for  work  on  the  repeater,  club: 
mailings  and  business,  etc.  Motion  carried 
to  provide  KB9BLV  and  WA9ZCO  with 
one  year’s  club  membership  and  paid  BSSS 
subscription  for  services  rendered  in  work 
on  the  repeater. 

Problems  with  the  repeater,  since  it 
was  worked  on  and  reinstalled  at  the  tower 
site,  were  discussed.  There  appear  to  be 
three:  1)  no  PL  tone  on  the  output  of  the 
new  transmitter;  2)  problem  with  the  audio 
dropping  out  with  the  telephone  line 
connection  made;  and  3)  greatly  reduced 
sensitivity  on  the  receive  side  of  the 
repeater.  Only  local  (up  to  5  miles)  and 
high-powered  stations  can  access  it.  It  is 
presently  useless  to  mobiles  outside  the 
Medford  city  limits.  The  duplexer  was 
removed  earlier  in  the  evening  and  re¬ 
peater  being  off  the  air  again  temporarily. 
Also,  a  check  of  the  telephone  linqraing  a 
standard  telephone  indicated  no  proDiems 
with  the  line  so  the  problem  would  appear 
to  be  in  the  repeater  itself.  N9GHZ  will 
call  the  company  regarding  the  lack  of  PL 
tone  on  the  transmitter. 

There  was  some  discussion  as  to  the 
possible  disposition  of  the  remaining 
components  of  the  original  VHF  Engineer¬ 
ing  repeater,  which  were  taken  out  of 
service  with  the  recent  work  on  the 
repeater.  These  include  the  power  supply, 
controller  and  transmitter  in  a  19-inch  rack 
mount.  There  is  also  the  old  repeater 
cabinet  and  a  never-used/installed  courtesy 
tone  beeper  board.  It  was  felt  that  due  to 
the  problems  with  the  present  equipment  at 
this  time. 

The  current  status  of  the  Taylor 
County  command  post  bus  was  discussed. 
N9UBQ  reported  that  during  a  simulated 
chemical  spill  exercise  held  in  Medford  a 
few  months  ago,  N9GHZ  installed  the  new 
2-meter/70cm  band  radio  in  the  bus  and 
erected  the  mast  and  antenna  on  the  mount 
that  was  installed  at  the  back  of  the  bus, 
and  was  able  to  access  several  area 
repeaters,  as  well  as  demonstrating  the 
equipment  for  various  county  and  city 
officials.

Putting  Earth  in  Proper  Perspective 


This  view  of  earthrise  was  taken  in  lunar  orbit  during  the  first  manned  landing 
mission  to  the  moon  (Apollo  1 1)  in  July,  1969.  The  25th  anniversary  of  that 
landing  will  be  observed  this  year.  In  the  photo,  Earth,  about  235,000  miles 
away,  stands  out  in  stark  contrast  to  the  blackness  of  space  as  a  colorful, 
partly  cloud-shrouded  planet.  That  contrast  is  even  more  sharp  when  compared 
to  the  barren  lunar  landscape  below.  Twelve  men,  all  from  the  United  States, 
have  walked  on  and  explored  the  moon's  surface.  The  lunar  missions  ended 
with  Apollo  1  7,  after  Congress  shut  off  funding;  the  flights  had  been  scheduled 
to  go  to  Apollo  21  or  22.  Apollo  13,  a  landing  mission,  had  a  near-disaster 
when,  enroute  to  the  moon,  a  tank  exploded.  No  landing  was  possible,  and  the 
craft  did  a  "slingshot"  around  the  moon  and  returned  the  three  astronauts  to 
a  safe  splashdown  in  the  Pacific  Ocean.  To  conserve  power,  the  three  spent 
nearly  the  entire  balance  of  the  journey  after  the  explosion  in  the  two-man  LEM 
(Lunar  Excursion  Module)  at  about  40  degrees  F.

THE  ARRL  OUTGOING  QSL  SERVICE 

Note:  The  ARRL  QSL  Service  should  not  be 
used  to  exchange  QSL  cards  within  the  48  contig¬ 
uous  states. 

One  of  the  greatest  bargains  of  League 
menbership  is  being  able  to  use  the  ARRL  Outgo¬ 


ing  QSL  Service  to  conveniently  send  your  DX  QSL 
cards  overseas  to  foreign  QSL  Bureaus.  Your 
ticket  for  using  this  service  is  your  Q5T  ad¬ 
dress  label  and  just  $2.00  per  pound.  For  those 
not  quite  so  DX  active  (sending  10  cards  or 
less),  enclose  $l.-80.  .You  can't  evenrget  a  deal 
like  that  at  your  local  warehouse  supermarket ! 
And  the  potential  savings  over  the  substantial 
cost  of  individual  QSLing  is  equal  to  many  times 
the  price  of  your  annual  dues.  Your  cards  are 
sorted  promptly  by  the  (Xitgoing  Service  staff, 
and  cards  are  on  their  way  overseas  usually 
within  a  week  of  arrival  at  ARRL  Hq.  Approxi¬ 
mately  two  million  cards  are  handled  by  the 
Service  each  year! 

QSL  cards  are  shipped  to  QSL  Bureaus 
throughout  the  world,  vbich  are  typically  mainh- 
tained  by  the  national  Amateur  Radio  Society  of 
each  county.  While  no  cards  are  sent  to  individ¬ 
uals  or  individual  QSL  managers,  keep  in  mind 
that  what  you  might  lose  in  speed  is  more  than 
made  up  in  the  convenience  and  savings  of  not 
having  to  address  and  mail  QSL  cards  separately. 
(In  the  case  of  expeditions  and/or  active  DX 
stations  that  use  U.S.  QSL  managers,  a  better 
approach  is  to  QSL  directly  to  the  QSL  manager. 
The  various  DX  newsletters,  the  W6G0  QSL  manager 
directory,  and  other  publications,  are  good 
sources  of  up-to-  date  QSL  manager  information.) 

As  postage  costs  become  increasingly  pro¬ 
hibitive,  don't  gp  broke  before  you're  even 
halfway  towards  making  DXOC.  There's  a  better 
and  cheaper  way  —  "QSL  VIA  BUBO"  through  the 
ARRL  outgoing  QSL  Service! 

How  To  Use  The  ARRL  (Xitgoing  QSL  Service 

1)  Presort  your  DX  QSLs  alphabetically  by  parent 
call-sign  prefix  (AP,  C6,  CE,  DL,  ES,  F,  G,  JA, 
LU,  PY,  YL,  5N,  9Y  and  so  on).  NOTE:  Some  coun¬ 
tries  have  a  parent  prefix  and  use  additional 
prefixes,  i.e.,  U  (parent  prefix)  =  R,  4K, ...  . 
When  sorting  countries  that  have  multiple  pre¬ 
fixes,  keep  that  country's  prefixes  grouped 
together  in  your  alphabetical  stack.  Addresses 
are  not  required,  DO  NOT  separate  the  country 
prefix  by  use  of  paper  clips,  rubber  bands, 
slips  of  paper  or  envelopes. 

2)  Enclose  the  address  label  from  your  current 
copy  of  QST.  The  label  shows  that  you  are  a 
current  ARRL  member. 

3)  Enclose  payment  of  $2.00  per  each  pound  of 
cards  —  approximately  150  cards  weigh  one 
pound.  A  package  of  ten  ( 10)  cards  or  less  costs 
only  $1.00.  Please  pay  by  check  (or  money  order) 
and  write  your  callsign  on  the  check.  Send 
"green  stamps"  (cash)  at  your  own  risk.  DON'T 
send  postage  stamps  or  IRCs. 

4)  Include  only  the  cards,  address  label  and 
check  in  the  package.  Wrap  the  package  securely 
and  address  it  to  the  ARRL  Outgoing  QSL  Service, 
225  Main  Street,  Newington  CT  06111. 

5)  Family  members  may  also  use  the  service  by 
enclosing  their  QSLs  with  those  of  the  primary 
member.  Include  the  appropriate  fee  with  each 
individual's  cards  and  indicate  "family  member¬ 
ship"  on  the  primary  member's  QST  address  label. 

6)  Blind  members  who  do  not  receive  QST  need 
only  include  the  appropriate  fee  along  with  a 
note  indicating  the  cards  are  from  a  blind 
member. 

7)  ARRL  affiliated-club  stations  may  use  the 
service  when  submitting  club  QSLs  by  indicating 
the  club  nane.  Club  secretaries  should  check 
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affiliation  papers  to  ensure  that  affiliation  is 
current.  In  addition  to  sending  club  station 
QSLs  through  this  service,  affiliated  clubs  toy 
also  "pool'*  their  meabers1  individual  QSL  cards 
to  effect  an  even  greater  savings*;  Each  club 
member  using  this  service  mist  also  be  a  League 
menber.  Cards  should  be  sorted  "en  masse"  by 
prefix,  and  a  QST  label  enclosed  for  each  ARKL 
menber. 

Recaimended  Q5L-€ard  Dimensions 

The  efficient  operation  of  the  worldwide 
system  of  QSL  Bureau  requires  that  cards  be  easy 
to  handle  and  sort.  Cards  of  unusual  dimensions, 
either  much  larger  or  mch  smaller  than  normal, 
slew  the  work  of  the  Bureaus,  must  of  which  is 
done  by  unpaid  volunteers.  A  review  of  the  cards 
received  by  the  ARKL  Outgoing  QSL  Service  indi¬ 
cates  that  most  fall  in  the  following  range: 
Height  *  2-3/4  to  4-1/4  in.  (70  to  T 10  np), 
Width  4-  3/4  to  6-1/4  in.  (120  to  160  nm). 
Cards  in  this  range  can  be  easily  sorted, 
stacked  and  packaged.  Cards  outside  this  range 
create  problems;  in  particular,  the  larger  cards 
often  cannot  be  handled  without  folding  or 
otherwise  danaging  them.  In  the  interest  of 
efficient  operation  of  the  worldwide  QSL  Bureau 
system,  it  is  recanoaended  that  cards  entering 
the  system  be  limited  to  the  range  of  dimensions 
given.  [Note:  IARD  Region  2  has  suggested  the 
following  dimensions  as  optiaun:  Height  3  1/2 
in.  (90  nm),  Width  5  1/2  in.  (140  nm).] 

Countries  Not  Served  By  The  Outgoing  QSL 
Service 

Approximately  260  DKDC  countries  are  served 
by  the  ARRL  Outgoing  QSL  Service,  as  detailed  in 
the  ARRL  DXDC  Countries  List.  This  includes 
nearly  every  active  country.  As  noted  previous¬ 
ly,  cards  are  forwarded  from  the  ARRL  Outgoing 
Service  to  a  counterpart  Bureau  in  each  of  these 
countries.  In  sane  cases,  there  is  no  Incoming 
Bureau  in  a  particular  country  and  cards  there¬ 
fore  cannot  be  forwarded.  However,  QSL  cards  can 
be  forwarded  to  a  QSL  manager,  i.e.;  3C1MB  via 
(EA7KF).  For  this  reason,  the  ARKL  Outgoing 
Service  cannot  forward  cards  to  the  ftollowii^ 
countries:
